His Majesty the Sura of 
“ Five hundred thousand Pounds, for promoting Inland Navigation in vigalion may 
“ Ireland, and for the other purposes therein mentioned, and for autho- 
“ rising tlie raising of tl)e said Sum ,by Loan,” it is amongst other LieuMnmt, 
tilings Enacted, That it should and might be lawful for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or other Chief Governor or Ciovernors of Ireland for the time 
being, from time to time to nominate and appoint Five Persons to be 
Directors of all Works relating to Inland Navigation in Ireland, and for 
the Improvement of the Port and Harbour of Dublin, wlio should have 
full power and authority to order, direct, regulate and appoint all matters 
anti things whatsoever, in any manner Tclating to the making turthering 
2 and completing any Canal and Works relating to Inlaml Navigation, 
towards the defraying of the Expenses of which any public Money should 
be applied; and it was by the said recited Act also Enacted, That all 
such Inland Naviaations as had been, before the passing of said Act, declared by 
carricti on and executed by means of public Grants alone, or by Tolls 
arising therefrom, without the assistance of tlie private Property of any 
Individual, and such as should thereafter he so carried on, together with all appointed. 
Lands, Tenements, Banks, Backways, and every matter and thing apper- 
taining thereto, and all the Funds and Tolls belonging to the same, and

And whereas several Inland Navigations have, by virtue of the said 
recited Act and otlierwise, become vested in the Directors aj.)pointcd 
under and by virtue of the saitl recited Act: 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the said recited Act, and to 
enlarge the Poners vested in the said Directors, under and by virtue of 
the said Act, and the several other Acts of Parliament in Ireland 
relating to Inland -Navigation ;

Regulation or Bye Laiv, made or to be made as aforesaid, shall be con- 
tinned, or shall not be abated removed or discontinued after Notice in ftitutesa 
writing signed by the said Directors, or by any of their Officers, shall oSce.

And be it further Enacted, That if any Ship, Boat, Lighter, Barge 
or Vessel, shall in any manner damage injure or destroy any part of any 
Canal or Navigation or Ofl-hraneij thereof, or be found sunk in any Canal 
or Navigation now vested, or vvliich at any lime hercal'ter shall be vested, 
in the said Directors, or in any Off-braucli or Supply-cut of the same, it 
shall and may be lawful to and for the said Directors and their Ofiicers 
and Servants to detain every such Ship, Boat, Lighter, Barge and Vessel, 
and to keep and detain the same, and all Goods, Wares, Mei'cliandizes 
and Commodities found on board the same, until the r< asonable Costs 
and Expences of weighing and raising tlie same rcs[)ectivcly, and of 
repairing the Damage which tlic said Canal or Navigation, or Oli-branch 
or Supply-cut, may have sustained thereby, shall be paid and satisfied

AND whereas the Banks Locks, and other Works of the said Canals 
and Navigations have frequently been maliciously wantonly or intentibn- 
aliy damaged, and destroyed,; and the said Directors have been unable by 
means of Rewards or otherwise to discover and bring to punishment the 
^persons guilty of such offences ; BE it.thercfore Enacted, That when and 
as often as any Bank, Gate, Lock, Sluice, Bridge, Dam or otlrcr Work 
belonging to any Canal or Navigation now vested or hereafter to be 
vested in the said Directors, or any OlT-branch or Cut thereof, shall be ma- 
liciously, wantonly or intentionally damaged injured or destroyed, the said 
Directors may sue for and recover Sa.tisfaction and Amends for the Injury 
Loss or Damage so done as aforesaid, at the next Assizes to be held for 
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the County where such ofi'ence was committed, hy presenting a Petition 
to the Grand Jury impaiinclied and sworn at such Assizes, praying such 
^ S Svatisfaction and Amends, and setting ibrth the extent and amount of tlio 
Injury Loss and Damage done as aforesaid, and proving to the satisfaclion 
of the said Grand Jury, tiiat such Injuries and Damages were mali- 
ciously wantonly or intentionally done as aforesaid, and the extent and 
■ amount thereof; and thereupon the said Grand Jury shall, and they are 
hereby required to present such sum or sums of Money as shall be sufficient 
to repair and make good the Loss Injury and Damage so tloiio as afore-

may at the said Assizes traverse such Presentment, which Traverse shall be 
‘tried at the same, or the next ensuing Assizes, as the Judge or Judges 
wdio shall allow the same shall think fit; and if on such Traverse, the 
Issue shall he found for the Traverser, such Presentment shall be dis- 
■charo'cd, otherwise the same shall be final and conclusive to all Persons : 
Provided also, That no such Presentment sliall at any time be removed 
by Certiorari, nor shall the raising the Money thereby presented he 
otherwise delayed than by such Traverse as aforesaid, and that for such 
time only as shall be necessary for the trial of such Traverse ; nor shall

Provided also, anti be it Enacted, That the suin' or smns ot' Money 
presented as aforesaid, shall not be raised or levied until after t!ic Assizes 
next ensuing the Assizes at ivliiel) the same shall be presented as afore- 
said; and that in case the person or persons wlio shall have committed 
any such Injury or Damage, or any of them, shall be convicted of such 
ofience, then and in such casd, no sum of Money shall be raised or levied 
in pursuance of any such Presentment ; any thing herein contained to the 
contrary in anywise notwithstanding.
